Hog Cholera Quarantine 
To Affect Entire State 


The Texas Animal Health Commission 


has issued a directive, effective Monday, 
placing the entire/state under a hog 
cholera quarantine according to Gene 
Sears, county extension agent. . 


The quarantine, which will last 60 days 


unless changed, is due to the rapid in- 
creases in hog cholera cases throughout 
the state and the commission's in- 
spectors difficulty in isolating infected 
herds, Sears said. 


As a result of the quarantine, hogs 


cannot be shipped to packing houses 
without a permit for movement. To 
enforce this, inspectors from the Health 
Commission will begin to patrol the 
highways on Monday. 


Sears pointed out that owners will be 


subject to a fine and punishment if their 
hogs are transported for any other 
reason. 


The existence of hog cholera in 


Navarro County became apparent in 


early March. At that time Sears 
presented in his Daily Sun column, 
Farm Facts, precautions that fanners 
could take to prevent contamination of 
their herds. 


He said, "Producers should isolate 


their herds as much as possible by not 
introducing suspect, animals onto the 
premises. The use of rubber boots when 
entering the facilities and disinfectant is 
also advisable for the prevention of 
transporting the organism. When going 
from one hog premise to another, it 
would be adviseble to change clothing 
and disinfect boots to prevent con- 
tamination." 


"If anyone suspects that they have a 


diseased animal, they should notify me 
or a veterinarian immediately," Sears 
id, He added, "If an inspector can see 
the animal prior to death, the owner will 
be reimbursed at market value." 
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Laos Operation Costly 


Saigon Loses 50% 


f Total Forces 


SAIGON ( AP) — The 45-day campaign 


in Laos cost the South Vietnamese 
nearly 10,000 casualties or almost 50 per 
cent 6i the total force committed, highly 
placed military sources said today. 


The sources said 3,800 South Viet- 


namese troops were tolled, 775 missing 
and 5,200 wounded, nearly double what 
the Saigon government has reported. 


These sources said the communiques 


from South Vietnamese headquarters 
being given to newsmen are lagging or 
are deliberately not reporting the true 
losses. 


The latest official figures list 1,146 


troops killed, 245 missing and 4,235

At the same time, South Vietnamese 


headquarters is reporting nearly 14,000 
North Vietnamese troops killed. A large 
proportion of these are credited to U.S. 
bombers and helicopter gunships, but 
the U.S. Command in a report last 
Saturday said "cumulative results of 
U.S. air operations in support of the 
South Vietnamese ... indicate 3,600 
enemy troops reported killed by air." 


The American command said the 


tabulation was based on reports from air 
crews, forward air controllers and South 
Vietnamese forces. 


Lt. Col. Do Viet, an 
official 


spokesman, announced that the last of 
the 22,000 South Vietnamese troops who 


invaded Laos had returned to South 
Vietnam. 


But Associated Press correspondent 


Michael Putzel reported from the front 
that South Vietnamese marines were or- 
dered back to the Co Roc ridge just in- 
side Laos this afternoon to prevent the 
enemy from using it to shell allied bases 
on the Vietnamese side of the border. 


The marines had been pulled off the 


ridge earlier while U.S. B52 bombers 
pounded the area. Then they were or- 
dered back. But the North Vietnamese 
fired a 20-round artillery ban-age at the 
South Vietnamese forward command 
post at Ham Nghi, and U;S. officers said 


~ the rounds caitie irbitiSGb"Roc^Ihere,, 


was no report of casualties or damage. 


On the battlefields, U.S. fighter- 


bombers and rocket-firing helicopter 
gunships exchanged fire Wednesday 
with a column of 24 North Vietnamese 
tanks trying to upset the pullback of 
South Vietnamese and American forces 
away from the border to rear bases.

Americans killed and 12 wounded in 
other actions in the northwest corner of 
South Vietnam. The casualties occurred 
in three helicopters shot down, two small 
ground attacks, an ambush and two 
shelling attacks.

House Committee Eyes 
Penny Tax on Checks

AUSTIN (AP)—Texans would pay a 


penny! tax every time they write a check 
under a revenue proposal lodged in a 
House subcommittee today. 


Rep. Curtis Graves of Houston told the 


House Tax Committee Wednesday his 
bill would raise $80 million to $100 
million a year. 


Banks would collect the tax just as 


they do their monthly service charges, 
by debiting their customers' accounts. 


The Texas Bankers Association said 


Graves' bill would raise only $9 million 
or $10 million a year and would be a 
heavy burden for the banks to bear. 


"This is a very equitable tax," Graves 


said. 


"It taxes those individuals who can 


afford to pay. If you have more money, 
you write more checks. On the other 
hand, if you are very poor, you don't 
have a checking account."

Retail Sales Here 
Show Big Increase 


Retail sales in Corsicana increased by 


a giant 12.8 percent in the last quarter of 
1970, and by a healthy 6.67 percent for all 
of 1970, according to figures released 
today by City Secretary Nelda Neal. ' 


These increases are based on the one- 


percent city sales tax revenue returned 
to Corsicana by the State. 


The city has received a check of 


$90,072.76 for the fourth quarter of 1970. 


In the same quarter fo 1969 the city 
received only $79,821.98. Thus, an in- 
crease of $10,250.78 for the city treasury 
that indicates an additinal $1,025,078 was 
spent with local retail stores. 


This last quarter report brings the 


total collected by the city for 1970 to 
$306,478.17—up $19,179.44 from the 
$287,298.73 collected in 1969.

Stewart, 44, who lives at 1612 


North 25th St., is a lifetime 
resident of Corsicana. 


He was graduated from Cor- 


sicana High School, Navarro 
Junior College, and the Baylor 
University Law School (in 1952). 


He has spent most of his career 


in the general practice of law, 
except for four years as an agent 
with the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, froom 1954-58, 


Stewart is currently employed 


in the general practice of law and 
serves as assistant to the 
Navarro County criminal district 
attorney. 


His only other experience as a 


political candidate was ten years 
ago, when he ran unsuccessfully 
against the present city attorney. 


Asked by The Daily Sun why he 


is interested in running for the 
office of city attorney, Stewart 
said "I think it would help my 
career as an attorney, and it 
would give me an opportunity to 
be more closely involved in local 
government activities. 


"Let me put it this way," he 


continued;

Nearly 400 Navarro County families 


have enrolled in the Adult Phase of the 
Expanded Nutrition Program which 
began on Feb. 22. The announcement 
was made Tuesday by Gene Sears, 
County Extension Service agent. 


The purpose of the program is to help 


needy families to gain a greater un- 
derstanding of nutrition according to 
Sears, He said "Families will be taught 
how to prepare and serve the most 
nutritious and economic meal possible 
which can be done through an 
educational process." 


The program, which was initiated by 


the Texas A&M University Extension 
Service, and is funded by a goverment 
grant, is under the direct supervision of 
the County Home Demonstration 
Agents, Mrs. Gloria F. Herod and Mrs. 
Tressie L. Langston. 


Mrs. Herod and Mrs. Langston trained 


eight qualified aides who will make 
individual home visits and give 
educational foods and nutrition in- 
formation to needy families. 


The aides received three weeks of 


intensive training on information per- 
taining to the following objectives: 


Families living in the Corsicana area 


are to be helped to acquire knowledge, 
skills and changed behavior necessary 
for achieving adequate .diets. Such a 
program can be expected to result in 
increased: 


—Knowledge of the essentials of good 


nutrition. 


—Ability to plan nutritious meals and 


snacks 


—Ability to select and buy low-cost 


foods that satisfy nutritional needs. 


—Ability to use food stamps wisely. 
—Ability to prepare and serve 


palatable meals. 


—Ability to manage money and other 


resources. 


—Participation in the food program of 


the Department of Agriculture. 


Aslo the program can be expected to 


result in improved: 


—Practices in storage and sanitation.
